Concord,  N.  H.,  Oct.  i,  1907. 

The  Board  submit  herewith  a  statement  of  the  assess- 
ment of  taxes  for  the  current  year  upon  the  railroad,  tele- 
graph, telephone,  parlor  car  and  express  companies  of 
the  state. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Chapters  81  and  91,  Laws 
1907,  express  companies  and  sleeping,  dining,  and  parlor 
cars  are  taxed  for  the  first  time. 

The  real  estate  of  telegraph  and  telephone  companies 
is  to  be  taxed  locally  (Laws  1907,  c.  119),  and  the 
amount  deducted  from  the  total  valuation.  The  same 
rule  obtains  with  regard  to  express  companies.  It  has 
always  governed  as  to  that  portion  of  railroad  property  not 
required  for  general  use  in  the  running  of  the  roads. 

The  resultant  amounts  have  been  assessed  at  the 
average  rate  of  property  taxation  throughout  the  state,  to 
wit :  $1.72  upon  each  $100  of  taxable  property. 

The  following  tables  will,  among  other  things,  indi- 
cate how  the  average  rate  of  taxation  is  determined. 

A  bill  was  introduced  in  the  legislature  of  1907  seek- 
ing to  amend  the  present  statute  by  explicitly  excepting 
savings  bank  deposits  and  the  tax  thereon  when  determin- 
ing the  average  rate.  Had  this  bill  become  a  law  it 
would  have  increased  the  yearly  rate  of  taxation  on  the 
above  corporations  from  25  to  30  cents  on  each  $1,000  of 
valuation. 

By  action  of  the  Committee  and  House  the  bill  was 
referred  to  the  Tax  Commission  whose  appointment  is 
provided  for  by  Chap.  92,  Laws  1907. 
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Three  gentlemen  appeared  before  the  Board  at  the 
hearings  last  month  and  argued  that  the  method  proposed 
in  the  bill  above  mentioned  is  the  true  method  under  the 
present  law,  and  cited  B.  C.  &  M.  R.  R.  v  State,  62  N. 
H.  648,  which  was  referred  to  in  the  report  of  the  Board 
for  1906,  The  Attorney  General  was  present  and  reitera- 
ted his  opinion  given  in  1906  that  the  "method  pursued 
by  the  Board  of  Equalization  for  the  purpose  of  determin- 
ing the  rate  is  correct." 

This  method,  in  use  since   1880,  is  applied  this  year. 

The  statutes  governing  the  actions  of  the  Board  will 
be  found  in  Public  statutes,  Chap.  15,  Sec.  9;  Chap.  43, 
Sec.  13;  Chap.  63;  Chap.  64;  Laws  1907,  Chap.  81; 
Chap.  91. 

The  real  increase  in  the  inventory  valuation  of  the 
state  over  1906  is  $8,807,495,  the  most  remarkable  showing 
since  the  figures  were  first  tabulated  in  188 1. 

The  net  increase  is  $2,320,590  less,  the  latter  sum 
being  the  amount  exempted  to  soldiers  by  virtue  of  Chap. 
95,  Laws  1907. 

The  total  increase  for  the  past  two  years  is  $15,366,- 
438,  which  indicates  that  the  assessors  are  more  nearly 
conforming  to  the  law  of  "appraising  all  taxable  property 
at  its  full  and  true  value." 

A  stringent  enforcement  of  the  law  requiring  the 
return  of  sworn  inventories  would  undoubtedly  bring  to 
light  more  property.  While  it  is  no  excuse  for  the  non- 
enforcement  of  a  law  by  an  executive  ofl&cer  that  public 
sentiment  is  against  enforcement,  yet  it  is  true  in  the  state 
as  a  whole  that  the  people  oppose  rather  than  favor  com- 
pliance with  this  particular  law. 

A  bill  penalizing  both  the  tax  payers  and  the  assessors 
for  neglecting  to  fully  comply  with  the  law  was  presented 
to  the  Committee  on  Revision  of  Statutes  at  the  last  session 
of  the  legislature,  and  evidence  offered  as  to  the  great  dis- 
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regard  of  the  law.  The  committee  refused  even  to  con- 
sider the  measure. 

The  law  cannot  be  made  plainer  or  more  effective 
without  adding  penalties,  and  it  is  doubtful  if  penalties 
would  change  existing  methods.  Wherever  the  law  is 
enforced  good  results  are  obtained,  and  assessors  should 
certainly  comply  with  its  provisions  so  long  as  it  remains 
in  the"  statutes. 

A  greater  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  assessors  will 
also  disclose  more  property,  or  give  additional  information 
as  to  the  value  of  existing  property.  An  examination  of 
the  records  in  the  offices  of  registers  of  deeds  will  show  the 
notes  secured  by  mortgages.  Evidence  of  property  hell 
by  trustees  or  executors  and  administrators  can  be  found 
in  the  probate  offices. 

It  would  be  a  simple  matter  to  obtain  copies  of  the 
last  trial  balance  sheets  of  corporations  at  tiie  time  they 
are  appraised  in  April. 

The  amount  of  insurance  carried  on  their  stocks  by 
merchants  would  be  enlightening.  Rentals  on  real  estate 
is  evidet^ce  of  value.  Careful  examinations  of  outlying 
lands  will  reveal  more  or  less  valuable  timber,  which  is 
often  times  not  heard  of  until  after  a  sale. 

So  many  classes  of  property  in  New  Hampshire  are 
exempt  from  taxation,  as  compared  with  the  taxable  pro- 
perty of  other  states,  that  people  can  well  affi)rd  to  be 
assessed  the  true  value  of  property  on  the  list,  and  this 
must  be  the  result  it  other  property  is  not  to  be  added.

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The  railroad  tax  is  paid  by  the  corporations  to  the 
state  treasurer,  and  divided  as  follows :  One  entire  fourth 
part  to  towns  through  which  the  roads  pass,  for  right  of 
way  and  buildings,  proportioned  to  expenditure  for  the 
same  ;  the  other  three-fourths  to  each  town  in  the  state, 
such  portion  thereof  as  the  number  of  shares  owned  in 
said  town  bears  to  the  whole  number  of  shares  in  the 
corporation ;  and  the  balance  of  the  said  three-fourths 
(non-resident)  directly  to  the  state,  and  is  a  part  of  its 
revenue. 

The  telegraph,  telephone,  express  company  and  par- 
lor car  tax  is  paid  to  the  state  treasurer  and  not  divided, 
but  held  by  the  state  as  part  of  its  revenue. 

The  expense  of  the  railroad  commission  is  met  by  a 
tax  levied  on  the  gross  receipts  of  the  railroads.  Its 
amount  is  $10,523.48  against  $7,719.90  in  1906.

Proportion  of  other  roads  included  in  Boston  &  Maine. 
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The  following  table  from  the  Eighteenth  Annual  Re- 
port of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  on  the  Statis- 
tics of  Railways  in  the  United  States  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1905,  shows  that  the  average  tax  per  mile  of 
line  of  the  railroads  in  the  United  States  was  $303. 

In  New  Hampshire  it  was  $318  per  mile,  and  only 
sixteen  of  the  fifty  states  and  territories  imposed  a  higher 
tax.  For  1907  the  tax  per  mile  in  this  state  is  $368,  ex- 
clusive of  the  taxes  locally  assessed  on  property  appraised 
at  $695,530,  situate  in  different  towns  and  cities.

STATE   OF   NEW    HAMPSHIRE. 

Insurance    Department. 

Concord,  September  1,  1907. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Governor: 

I  herewith  submit  the  fifty-sixth  annual  report  of  the  insurance 
commissioner.  Hitherto  the  report  of  this  department  has  been  re- 
quired by  law  to  be  ready  for  the  printer  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  May  in  each  year.  The  legislature  of  1907,  however,  enacted  a 
law  entitled  "An  Act  to  Secure  Uniformity  in  Official  Reports,"  and 
containing  a  requirement  that  "every  report  now  required  by  law 
to  be  issued  annually  by  any  state  official  or  state  board  shall  close 
on  August  31,  1907;  and  thereafter  such  reports  shall  cover  annual 
periods  from  September  1  to  August  31,  inclusive."  To  that  require- 
ment the  belated  appearance  of  this  report  is  due. 

It  contains  abstracts  of  the  annual  statements  for  the  year  1906  of 
all  foreign  and  domestic  insurance  companies  authorized  to  transact 
business  in  this  state,  together  with  the  usual  statistical  tables;  also 
detailed  financial  statements  of  this  department  for  the  year  ending 
May  31,  1906,  and  for  the  fifteen  months  ending  August  31,  1907. 

FIRE  INSURANCE. 

The  appalling  castrophe  which  visited  San  Francisco  in  April,  1906, 
causing  the  destruction  of  property  valued  at  $350,000,000,  and  entailing 
an  aggregate  loss   upon     fire     insurance     companies   of     $183,000,000 
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rendered  that  year  by  far  the  most  disastrous  to  their  interest  of  any 
in  history. 

For  the  purpose  of  securing  from  authentic  sources  the  earliest 
possible  information  as  to  the  effect  of  such  unparalleled  losses  upon 
the  solvency  of  the  companies  operating  in  this  state,  a  request  was 
made  by  this  department  April  23  upon  each  for  a  special  statement  of 
the  total  amount  of  its  risks  in  the  ill-fated  city  on  the  date  of  the 
conflagration,  and  an  estimate  of  its  losses  sustained  therein. 

Subsequently,  in  accordance  with  a  mutual  agreement  between  the 
insurance  commissioners  of  the  different  states,  all  companies  were 
required  to  file  in  the  insurance  departments  of  their  respective  states 
sworn  statements  of  their  San  Francisco  losses,  and  of  their  financial 
condition  as  of  October  31. 

These  requests  were  promptly  complied  with,  and  an  abstract  of 
each  sworn  statement  was  furnished  by  the  department  in  which  it 
was  filed  to  the  departments  of  the  other  states. 

That  so  few  companies  were  compelled  to  retire  from  business  is 
most  surprising,  considering  the  magnitude  of  their  losses,  although 
many  found  it  necessary  to  increase  their  capital,  or  surplus,  or  both, 
while  the  companies  of  other  countries  met  their  losses  for  the 
most  part  with  funds  remitted  from  their  home  offices. 

But  one  of  the  companies  of  our  own  state  was  involved,  and  the 
losses  of  that  were  not  so  heavy  as  to  threaten  or  even  call  in  ques- 
tion  its  solvency. 

Fortunately  for  the  companies  the  losses  for  the  year  were,  aside 
from  this  disaster,  below  the  average. 

Among  the  lessons  to  be  learned  from  this  greatest  of  conflagra- 
tions are  the  necessity  for  laws  requiring  improved  construction  of 
buildings,  especially  in  large  cities,  the  importance  of  the  accumula- 
tion and  maintenance  by  companies  of  ample  surplus-funds  as  guaran- 
tees against  insolvency  in  consequence  of  fires  of  unusual  magnitude, 
and  the  need  of  more  careful  limitation  of  their  liability  in  congest- 
ed districts.

LIFE    INSURANCE. 

The  large  decrease  in  volume  of  new  business  and  corresponding 
increase  in  number  of  policies  surrendered  during  the  year  1906,  as 
compared  with  previous  years,  are  but  natural  and  logical  results  of 
the  wide-spread  popular  distrust  caused  by  the  disclosure  of  evils 
and  abuses  lately  existing  in  the  management  of  certain  great  life 
insurance  companies. 

Fortunately  the  fundamental  principles  and  beneficent  purposes 
of  life  insurance  are  too  firmly  grounded  to  be  shaken  or  disturbed  by 
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the  extravagance  and  misconduct  of  a  few  unworthy  officials  who 
happened  to  be  clothed  with  brief  authority. 

While  confidence  is  a  plant  of  slow  growth,  the  important  reforms 
and  economies  already  inaugurated  by  the  companies,  together  with 
the  additional  safeguards  established  by  law,  warrant  the  belief  that 
its  complete  restoration  is  near  at  hand,  and  that  the  dark  clouds 
of  suspicion  and  distrust  which  temporarily  overhang  a  most  useful 
and  benevolent  institution,  will  soon  roll  away. 

The  State  Security  Life  &  Accident  Company  of  Concord  has  re- 
tired from  business,  having  taken  up  and  cancelled  all  its  outstanding 
contracts. 

There  has  been  no  other  change  during  the  year  among  life  com- 
panies.

The  following  laws  relating  to  the  subject  of  insurance  were  enacted 
by  the  legislature  of  1907: 

An  Act  in  amendment  of  Section  2  of  Chapter  169,  of  the  Public 
Statutes  relating  to  the  Method  of  estimating  Unearned  Premiums 
on  Fire  Insurance  Risks  as  a  Liability. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 
Court  convened: 

Section  1.  That  section  2,  of  Chap.  169,  of  the  Public  Statutes  be 
amended  by  inserting  after  the  words  "unexpired  fire  risks"  in  said 
section,  the  following  words  running  one  year  or  less  from  date  of 
policy,  and  a  pro  rata  amount  of  all  premiums  received  on  unexpired 
risks  running  more  than  one  year  from  date  of  policy;  so  that  section 
as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  Sect.  2.  No  such  joint-stock  in- 
insurance  company  shall  be  licensed  to  do  business  in  the  state,  unless 
it  shall   possess  a   paid-up   capital   of  two   hundred   thousand   dollars,

If  it  is  a  life  insurance  com- 
pany, the  premium  reserve  on  life  risks,  based  on  the  Actuaries'  Table 
of  Mortality,  with  interest  at  four  per  cent.,  shall  be  treated  as  a 
liability. 

Sect.  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  February  20,  1907. 

Ax  Act  to  Amend  Section  7,  Chapter  169,  of  the  Public  Statutes,  Re- 
lating to  Insurance  Agents. 

Be  it  Efiacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 
Court  convened: 

Section  1.  That  the  words  "excepting  steam  boiler  insurance  com- 
panies," as  they  appear  in  section  7,  chapter  169,  of  the  Public  Statutes, 
be  stricken  out  so  that  said  section,  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  7.  The  agents  of  such  insurance  companies,  shall  be  residents 
of  the  state.  No  officer  or  agent  thereof  shall  act  or  aid  in  any  manner 
in  the  negotiation  of  any  insurance  with  such  company  until  he 
shall  have  procured  from  the  insurance  commissioner  a  license  so  to 
do.  The  license  shall  state  in  substance  that  the  company  is  author- 
ized to  transact  business  in  this  state,  and  that  the  person  named 
therein  is  the  constituted  agent  of  the  company  for  that  purpose. 

Sect.  2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  March  26,  1907. 

An  Act  in  Amendment  of  Section  13  of  Chapter  169,  of  the  Public 
Statutes,  Relating  to  Fees  for  Licenses  to  the  Agents  of  Foreign 
Insurance  Companies. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 
Court  convened: 

Section  1.  Section  13  of  chapter  169  of  the  Public  Statutes  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "of  a  steam  boiler  insurance  com- 
pany, ten  dollars,  and  to  an  agent  of  any  other  company,"  so  that  said 
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section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  Section  13  Every  such 
insurance  company  shall  pay  to  the  insurance  commissioner  the  follow- 
ing fees:  For  filing  charter  and  by-laws,  twenty-five  dollars;  for  filing 
statement  with  application  for  license  and  for  filing  each  annual 
statement,  fifteen  dollars;  for  a  license  and  each  renewal  thereof  five 
dollars;  for  each  license  and  renewal  of  a  license  to  an  agent,  two  dol- 
lars; and  for  each  service  of  legal  process  upon  him  as  attorney,  two 
dollars. 

Sect.  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  April  4,  1907. 


An  Act  to  Amend   Section   2   of  Chapter  169,  of  the  Public   Statutes 
Relating  to  Foreign  Insurance  Companies  and  their  Agents. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 
Court  convened: 

Section  1.  Section  2  of  chapter  169,  of  the  Public  Statutes  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "of"  in  the  third  line  of  such 
section  the  following:  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  if  it  engages  in 
casualty  or  health  insurance,  and  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  if 
it  engages  in  life  or  any  other  kind  or  form  of  insurance,  and  by 
omitting  the  words  "two  hundred  thousand  dollars,"  so  that  said 
section  as  amended  shall  read: 

No  such  joint-stock  insurance  company  shall  be  licensed  to  do  busi- 
ness in  the  state  unless  it  shall  possess  a  paid-up  capital  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  if  it  engages  in  casualty  or  health  insurance,  and  of 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars  if  it  engages  in  life  or  any  other  kind  or 
form  of  insurance,  invested  in  securities  readily  convertible  into  cash, 
one  half  at  least  of  which  are  not  loans  secured  by  real  estate;  nor 
unless  it  shall  possess,  in  addition  to  such  capital,  assets  equal  in 
amount  to  all  its  outstanding  liabilities,  estimating  fifty  per  cent,  of 
premiums  received  on  unexpired  fire  risks  and  the  whole  amount  of 
premiums  on  marine  risks  as  a  liability.  If  it  is  a  life  insurance  com- 
pany, the  premium  reserve  on  life  risks,  based  on  the  Actuaries'  Table 
of  Mortality,  with  interest  at  four  per  cent.,  shall  be  treated  as  a 
liability. 

Sect.  2.     This  act  shall  be  in  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  March  6,  1907. 
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Ax  Act  Relating  to  the  Provisions  of  Life  Insurance  Policies. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Revresentatives  in  General 
Court  convened: 

Section  1.  Every  policy  of  insurance  issued  or  delivered  within 
this  state  on  or  after  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and 
eight,  by  any  life  insurance  corporation  doing  business  within  the 
state  shall  contain  the  entire  contract  between  the  parties. 

Sect  2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage. 

Approved  April  3,  1907. 

An  Act  Defining  the  Status  of  Persons  Soliciting  Life  Insurance. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 
Court  convened: 

Section  1.  Any  person  who  shall  solicit  an  application  for  insurance 
upon  the  life  of  another  shall,  in  any  controversy  between  the  assured 
or  his  beneficiary,  and  the  company  issuing  any  policy  upon  such 
application,  be  regarded  as  the  agent  of  the  company  and  not  the  agent 
of  the  assured. 

Sect.  2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage. 

Approved  April  3,  1907. 

An  Act  to  Prohibit  Discrimination  by  Life  Insurance  Companies  and 
Providing  Penalties  for  Violation  Thereof. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 
Court  convened: 

Section  1.  No  life  insurance  company  doing  business  in  this  state 
shall  make  or  permit  any  distinction  or  discrimination  in  favor  of 
individuals  between  insurants  (the  insured)  of  the  same  class  and 
equal  expectation  of  life  in  the  amount  or  payment  of  premiums  or 
rates  charged  for  policies  of  life  or  endowment  insurance,  or  in  the  divi- 
dends or  other  benefits  payable  thereon,  or  in  any  other  of  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  the  contracts  it  makes;  nor  shall  any  such  company 
or  agent  thereof  make  any  contract  of  Insurance  or  agreement  as  to 
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such  contract  other  than  as  plainly  expressed  In  the  policy  issued 
thereon;  nor  shall  any  such  company  or  any  officer,  agent,  solicitor 
or  representative  thereof,  pay,  allow,  or  give,  or  offer  to  pay,  allow  or 
give,  directly  or  indirectly  as  inducement  to  insurance,  any  rebate  of 
premium  payable  on  the  policy,  or  any  special  favors  or  advantage  in 
the  dividends  or  other  benefits  to  accrue  thereon,  or  any  paid  employ- 
ment or  contract  for  services  of  any  kind  or  any  valuable  consideration 
or  inducement  whatever  not  specified  in  the  policy  contract  of  insur- 
ance; or  give,  sell,  or  purchase,  or  offer  to  give,  sell  or  purchase  as 
inducement  to  insurance  or  in  connection  therewith  any  stocks,  bonds, 
or  other  securities  of  any  insurance  company  or  other  corporation,  asso- 
ciation or  partnership,  or  any  dividends  or  profits  to  accure  thereon 
or  anything  of  value  whatsoever  not  specified  in  the  policy. 

Sect.  2.  Any  company  or  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  preceding  section  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars;  and  in  such  case  the  insurance  commissioner  shall 
revoke  the  license  of  the  party  offending  and  shall  not  renew  it  for  the 
term  of  three  years. 

Sect.  3.  AH  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage. 

Approved  April  3,  1907. 

An   Act   Regulating   Life    Insurance    Companies   and    Prohibiting   the 
Diversion  of  Funds  for  Political  Purposes. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 
Court  convened: 

Section  1.  No  insurance  company  or  association  including  fraternal 
beneficiary  associations,  doing  business  in  this  state  shall  directly  or 
indirectly,  pay  or  use  or  offer,  consent  or  agree  to  pay  or  use  any 
money  or  property  for  or  in  aid  of  any  political  party,  committee  or 
organization,  or  for  or  in  aid  of  any  corporation  joint  stock  or  other 
association  organized  or  maintained  for  political  purposes  or  for  or 
in  aid  of  any  candidate  for  political  office,  or  for  nomination  for  such 
office,  or  for  any  political  purpose  whatsoever,  or  for  the  reimburse- 
ment or  indemnification  of  any  person  for  money  or  property  so  used. 
Any  officer,  director,  stockholder,  attorney  or  agent  of  any  corporation 
or  association  which  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  who 
participates  in,  aids,  abets,  or  advises  or  consents  to  any  such  violation, 
and  any  person  who  solicits  or  knowingly  receives  any  money  or  prop- 
erty in  violation  of  this  act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  be 
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punished  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year  and  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  and  any  officer  aiding  or  abetting 
in  any  contribution  made  in  violation  of  this  act,  shall  be  liable  to 
the  company  or  association  for  the  amount  so  contributed. 

No  person  shall  be  excused  from  attending  and  testifying,  or  pro- 
ducing any  books,  papers  or  other  documents  before  any  court  or 
magistrate,  upon  any  investigation,  proceeding  or  trial,  for  a  violation 
of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  upon  the  ground  or  for  the  reason 
that  the  testimony  or  evidence,  documentary  or  otherwise,  required  of 
him  may  tend  to  incriminate  or  degrade  him;  but  no  person  shall  be 
prosecuted  or  subjected  to  any  penalty  or  forfeiture  for  or  on  account  of 
any  transaction,  matter  or  thing  concerning  which  he  may  so  testify  or 
produce  evidence,  documentary  or  otherwise,  and  no  testimony  so 
given  or  produced  shall  be  used  against  him  upon  any  criminal  investi- 
gation or  proceeding. 

Sect.  2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
Its  passage.

STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council: 

The  State  Board  of  License  Commissioners  submit  their 
report  as  follows: 

Section  1,  chapter  98,  Session  Laws  1907,  provides  that 
^'Every  report  now  required  by  law  to  be  issued  annually  by 
any  state  official  or  state  board,  shall  close  on  x^ugust  31, 
190T;  and  thereafter  such  reports  shall  cover  annual  periods 
from  September  1  to  August  31,  inclusive."  In  accordance 
with  this  provision  the  present  report  is  made  to  cover  a 
})eriod  of  eight  months,  from  January  1,  1907,  the  date  of  the 
last  annual  report,  to  September  1,  1907. 

Three  aj)plications  for  licenses  were  awaiting  action  at  the 
time  of  the  last  report,  and  twelve  applications  were  received 
between  January  1  and  May  1,  the  beginning  of  the  license 
year.  Seven  of  these  were  approved  and  licenses  granted,  and 
eight  were  rejected  or  withdrawn.  Eight  hundred  and  eight 
applications  were  received  between  May  1  and  September  1. 
Seven  hundred  and  three  of  these  were  approved  and  licenses 
granted,  one  hundred  and  one  were  rejected  or  withdrawn, 
and  four  were  awaiting  action  September  1.  Thirty  trans- 
fers of  licenses  to  other  persons  and  seven  to  other  premises 
have  been  made.  One  license  has  been  surrendered  by  the 
administrator  of  the  estate  of  a  deceased  licensee. 

At  the  time  of  the  last  report,  four  complaints  for  viola- 
tions of  licenses  had  been  received  on  which  hearings  were 
pending.  In  two  of  these  cases  hearings  were  held  and  the 
complaints  were  dismissed.  In  the  other  two  cases  proceed- 
ings were  discontinued,  as  the  complainant  was  unable  to 
secure  the  attendance  of  a  material  witness  who  had  left  the 
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state.  Xine  formal  complaints  have  been  received  since  Jan- 
nary  1.  Eight  of  these  were  made  by  special  agents,  and  one 
by  Chief  of  Police  Charles  G.  Gooch  of  Exeter.  Hearings 
were  held  on  all  of  thei^e  complaints.  Four  licenses  were  re- 
voked and  five  complaints  dismissed.  Since  the  license  law 
went  into  effect,  May  19,  1903,  one  hundred  and  eighteen 
formal  complaints  have  been  received.  Eighty-four  licenses 
have  been  revoked,  thirty-two  complaints  dismissed,  and  in 
two  cases  proceedings  were  discontinued.  No  license  has  been 
revoked  without  a  notice  and  hearing,  although  licenses  of 
the  first  class  may  be  revoked  without  notice.  In  many  cases 
where  the  attention  of  the  commissioners  has  been  called  to 
objectionable  features  in  the  conduct  of  business  and  minor 
infractions  of  the  law  on  the  part  of  licensees,  they  have  been 
requested  to  come  before  the  commissioners  and  given  a 
chance  to  explain.  They  have  then  been  instructed  more 
fully  as  to  the  law  and  warned  of  the  result  of  continued  mis- 
conduct. 

Five  special  agents  have  been  employed  as  heretofore. 
While  the  number  of  licensed  places  has  been  reduced,  the 
commissioners  have  thought  it  advisable,  for  a  time  at  least, 
to  retain  the  present  number  of  special  agents,  on  account  of 
the  additional  work  required  on  the  part  of  drugstores  and 
hotels  in  no-license  cities  and  towns.  The  results  accom- 
plished have  demonstrated  the  wisdom  of  this  course.  The 
special  agents  have  examined  locations  where  licenses  were 
desired,  visited  licensed  places,  taken  many  samples  of  liquor 
for  analysis,  instructed  licensees,  reported  many  cases  of  mis- 
conduct, filed  complaints  of  violations  and  conducted  nearly 
all  the  cases  for  the  state  in  hearings  before  the  commission- 
ers. They  have  been  required  to  make  weekly  reports  of  the 
places  visited  and  the  work  performed  in  detail. 

Under  the  license  law  the  counties  and  municipalities  have 
already  received  the  sum  of  $1,670,178.31,  with  a  further 
payment  to  be  made  at  the  end  of  the  present  license  year. 
The  total  amount  received  by  the  treasurer  for  the  year  end- 
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ing  April  30,  1907,  was  $388,707. T.j.  The  amount  received 
by  liim  for  the  first  four  months  of  the  present  license  year 
has  been  $304,244.03.  It  is  probable  that  the  receipts  of  the 
current  year  will  be  about  $70,000  less  than  those  of  the  pre- 
vious year,  on  account  of  the  larger  number  of  cities  and  towns 
voting  against  license  at  the  last  biennial  election.  During 
the  eight  months  from  January  1  to  September  1  three  bonds 
w^ere  paid,  amounting  with  costs  to  $2,220.59.  September  1, 
the  sum  of  $37,000  was  due  the  state  on  forty-three  bonds. 
Xotices  have  been  filed  with  the  attorney-general,  as  provided 
by  law,  in  all  cases  in  which  payments  have  not  been  made 
within  a  reasonable  time,  and  he  has  promptly  brought  suits 
to  recover  the  amounts  due.  He  lias  recently  taken  out  exe- 
cutions in  several  cases. 

Upon  the  suggestion  of  the  commissioners,  at  the  last  ses- 
sion of  the  legislature  two  changes  were  made  in  the  license 
law.  Provision  was  made  for  the  transfer  of  fifth  class  li- 
censes, and  keepers  of  railroad  restaurants  and  common  vict- 
ualers,  who  have  licenses,  were  given  tlie  privilege  of  selling 
and  serving  food  during  the  hours  when  the  sale  of  liquor  is 
prohibited.  Another  change  was  made  providing  for  a  re- 
count of  the  vote  of  any  city  or  town  on  the  question  of  license. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  ]\radden  of  Keene  the  last  house  of  repre- 
sentatives appointed  a  committee  of  ten,  one  from  each 
count}^,  to  investigate  the  work  and  method  of  procedure  of 
the  license  commissioners,  and  to  make  such  recommendations 
relating  to  the  same  as  in  their  opinion  would  be  conducive 
to  the  interests  of  the  state.  After  several  hearings  and  an 
exhaustive  investigation,  the  committee  made  a  report  com- 
mending the  work  of  the  commissioners,  and  stating  that 
they  had  no  recommendations  to  make  in  the  premises.  The 
report  was  accepted  by  the  house  of  representatives. 

In  accordance  witli  the  provisions  of  section  31  of  the 
license  law,  fifty-six  licenses  of  the  first  class  (hotel),  ninety- 
five  of  the  fifth  class  (druggist),  and  two  of  the  sixth  class 
(railroad  restaurant)  have  been  issued  to  be  exercised  in  fifty- 
three  cities  and  towns  voting  against  license.     The  commis- 
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sioners  have  endeavored  to  be  careful  about  the  grant ing  of 
these  licenses,  and  to  exercise  wisely  the  discretion  given  them. 
The  law  provides  that  a  licensed  innholder,  in  a  no-license 
city  or  town,  sliall  not  sell  or  serve  liquor,  except  to  horia 
fide  registered  guests  who  have  resorted  to  his  hotel  for  food 
or  lodging.  He  cannot  sell  liquor  to  any  resident  of  the  city 
or  town  in  which  his  hotel  is  situated.  About  one  third  of 
these  first-class  licenses  have  been  granted  to  proprietors  of 
strictly  summer  hotels.  There  are  two  kinds  of  licenses  of 
the  fifth  class  issued  to  druggists.  Under  one  (A),  liquor  is 
sold  only  upon  a  physician's  prescription,  and  the  fee  is  ten 
dollars  per  year.  Under  the  other  (B),  it  is  sold  upon  a  phy- 
sician's prescription  and  upon  the  certificate  of  the  purchaser, 
for  medicinal,  mechanical,  chemical  or  sacramental  purposes, 
and  the  fee  is  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  five 
Imndred  dollars  per  year,  in  the  discretion  of  the  commis- 
sioners. A  large  proportion  of  the  licenses  granted  to  drug- 
gists have  been  of  the  second  kind.  Experience  has  shown 
that  the  amount  of  liquor  sold  is  often  larger  and  that  the 
spirit,  if  not  the  letter,  of  the  law  is  more  often  violated  under 
licenses  of  the  first  kind.  Keepers  of  railroad  restaurants, 
who  have  licenses,  are  permitted  to  sell  malt  liquor,  cider  or 
light  wines  to  the  traveling  public,  en  route,  only.  Two  of 
these  licenses  have  been  granted  to  be  exercised  in  the  no- 
license  towns  of  Plymouth  and  "Wakefield,  through  which  large 
numbers  of  summer  tourists  jiass. 

The  report  of  the  treasurer  for  the  eight  months  ending 
August  31,  1907,  is  hereto  annexed  and  made  a  part  of  this 
report.  It  contains  statements  of  the  amounts  received  from 
fees,  forfeitures  and  interest,  together  with  disbursements, 
iilso  various  tables  giving  information  required  by  law.

of  the  fifth  class; 

3.  Who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  a  resident 
of  the  state  of  Xew  Hampshire  and  of  the  town  or  city  or  the 
adjoining  town  or  city  within  which  he  desires  to  carry  on  the 
liquor  business,  for  one  year  last  prior  to  the  filing  of  his  ap- 
plication; 

4.  Who  shall  be  convicted  of  a  violation  of  this  act,  until 
three  years  from  the  date  of  such  conv?ction; 

,  5.  Whose  agent  or  employee  shall  be  twice  convicted  of  a 
violation  of  this  act,  until  five  years  from  the  date  of  the 
second  conviction; 

6.  Xo  co-partnership,  unless  one  or  more  of  the  members  of 
such  co-partnership,  owning  at  least  one  half  interest  in  the 
business  thereof,  shall  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  and  a 
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resident  of  the  state  of  Xew  Hampshire,  and  shall  have  been 
a  resident  of  the  town  or  city  or  an  adjoining  town  or  city 
within  which  he  desires  to  carry  on  the  liquor  business,  for 
one  year  last  prior  to  the  filing  of  his  application; 

7.  No  corpora'tion  or  association  hereafter  organized  under 
chapter  147,  Public  Statutes,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof, 
unless  the  same  shall  be  equipped  to  furnish  food  and  lodging 
to  its  members. 

8.  iS'o  person  who,  as  owner  or  agent,  shall  suffer  or  permit 
any  gambling  to  be  done  in  the  place  designated  by  the  license 
as  that  in  which  the  traffic  in  liquor  is  to  be  carried  on,  or  in 
any  other  place  appertaining  thereto  or  connected  tlierewith, 
or  suffer  or  permit  such  premises  to  become  disorderlj-,  or 
carry  on  or  permit  to  be  carried  on,  or  is  interested  in  any 
traffic,  business  or  occupation,  the  carrying  on  of  which  is  a 
violation  of  law. 

9.  All  applicants  for  a  license  in  classes  in  which  the  fee  is 
definite  in  this  act  shall  deposit  with  said  board  the  full  amount 
of  the  license  fee  with  the  application  and  in  classes  in  which 
said  board  has  a  discretion  as  to  the  amount  of  the  fee  such 
sum  as  said  board  shall  direct.

this  act,  and  recoverable  in  an  action  of  debt  to  be  brought  by 
the  attorney-general  upon  notice  from  said  board.

The  notice  pro- 
vided for  in  this  section  may  be  served  by  any  otficer  duly 
qualified  to  serve  process  or  by  any  individual  of  lawful  age. 
Such  officer  or  individual  shall  make  return  of  service  of  said 
notice  to  the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  such  service  is 
made,  giving  the  name  of  the  party  on  whom  served,  the  loca- 
tion by  street  and  number,  if  any,  of  the  place  of  business  of 
the  licensee  on  whom  service  is  made,  and  the  date  and  hour 
of  service.  An  officer  making  service  of  such  notice  shall 
make  his  return  thereon  as  upon  civil  process.  An  individual 
making  service  of  such  notice  shall  sign  and  make  oath  to  the 
return  thereon.  The  clerk  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  such 
service  is  made  shall  receive,  file  and  preserve  a  copy  of  such 
notice  and  return  without  charge  therefor.  If  the  person  so 
notified,  at  any  time  within  twelve  months  thereafter,  sells  or 
delivers  any  liquor  to  the  person  having  such  a  habit,  or  per- 
mits him  to  loiter  on  his  premises,  the  person  giving  the  notice 
may,  in  an  action  of  tort,  recover  of  the  person  notified,  not 
less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  as 
may  be  assessed  as  damages;  but  an  employer  who  gives  such 
notice  shall  not  recover  unless  he  is  injured  in  his  person  or 
property,  and  a  druggist  or  apothecary  shall  not  be  liable 
hereunder  for  a  sale  made  upon  the  prescription  of  a  physi- 
cian. A  married  woman  may  bring  such  action  in  her  own 
name,  and  all  damages  recovered  by  her  shall  inure  to  her 
separate  use.     A  mayor  or  selectman  may  bring  such  an  action 
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in  his  own  name  for  the  benefit,  at  his  election,  of  either  thi^ 
husband,  wife,  child,  parent  cr  guardian  of  the  person  having 
such  habit.  Upon  the  death  of  either  party  or  of  the  person 
beneficially  interested  in  the  action,  the  action  and  right  of 
action  shall  survive  for  the  benefit  of  his  executor  or  adminis- 
trator.

necessary,  for  purposes  not  forbidden  by  this  act;  or  to  admit 
to  such  room  or  rooms  any  other  persons  during  the  hours 
when  the  sale  of  liquor  is  forbidden,  except  that  keepers  of 
railroad  restaurants  and  common  victualers,  who  have  licenses, 
shall  have  the  privilege  of  selling  and  serving  food  during  the 
hours  when  the  sale  of  liquor  is  forbidden,  under  such  regula- 
tions and  restrictions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  state  board 
of  license  commissioners. 

Sect.  3.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.
